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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough : 

We are in a peacetime emergency which demands patriotic 
duty in the defense of our future through the education of 
our children. We are not only trying to get out. but to find 
means of staying out of the depression. The present so-called 
“crisis in education*' is of such importance that the President 
recently called a conference of educational and industrial 
leaders to consider it. Perhaps the most striking statement 
made at this conference was when President Hoover said, 
“Our nation faces the acute responsibility of providing a 
right-of-way for the American child. In spite of our eco¬ 
nomic, social, and governmental difficulties, our future citi¬ 
zens must be built up now. We may delay other problems, 
but we cannot delay the dav-to-day care and instruction of 
our children.” 

I am proud to acknowledge with personal gratiuule for 
their service that the teachers of our Scarborough children 
have, in a spirit of intelligent loyalty to their duty, probably 
done the best work in their classrooms that we have over had. 
It is a pleasure to note that in the midst of uncertainty and 
insecurity, with remarkable clearness, they have recognized 
future needs and improved educational technique. 

In the midst of this effort, we have had the good formin' 
to receive a particularly valuable cooperation from the Gor¬ 
ham Normal School. Starting during the month of Novem¬ 
ber, two normal school students were assigned as practice 
teachers at the North Scarborough School and two at the 
Libby School. When these girls had completed their practice 
teaching, two of our Scarborough girls were assigned to these 
schools and are now working there. This is in line with the 
policy of the normal school to give its students more prepara¬ 
tion specifically for teaching in our rural schools. 

The work of these practice teachers, under the excellent 
guidance of our own teachers in the schools to which they 
were assigned, has had a most stimulating effect on those and 
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our other schools. For the pupils in flic two schools, the com¬ 
bined efforts of three teachers have been available for prep* 
a rati on and enrichment of subject matter and attention to 
individual difficulties. They have also had the benefit of 
recent educational methods brought in from the normal 
school and applied under the direction and judgment of their 
own experienced teacher. Through personal contacts, other 
teachers in our schools have also been stimulated. Of inci¬ 
dental. but perhaps very real value, some of our high school 
girls, who are considering entering the teaching profession 
were given an opportunity (o meet and talk with these normal 
school girls and to learn more intimately the demands which 
this profession will make on them. It is also a matter of 
pardonable pride that our school system,—and the value of 
classroom guidance by our teachers,—were considered suf¬ 
ficiently highly to lead to the start and to assure the continu¬ 
ance* of this educational experiment by the normal school. 

Our health program has continued with the usual success. 
In addition to the physical examinations in all elementary 
schools, dental clinics were held for (lie Oak Hill, Beech Hill, 
and Black Point Schools through the cooperation of the 
Cumberland Comity Public Health Association. Tests of 
hearing through the scientific means of the “audiometer” 
started in February and will be extended through all schools. 
As a part of our cooperation with the Maine Public Health 
Association, we arc happy to report that we have in our 
schools eight “six point” and twenty-nine “seven point” chil¬ 
dren. In these times, when parents hesitate to incur medical 
expense unless forced by actual illness, it is especially neces¬ 
sary that nothing be done to decrease the preventive health 
education efforts of the schools. 

An experiment in safety education was the formation of 
pupil safety patrols at the Oak Hill and Dunstan Schools. 
These pupil patrolmen, operating from a safe position at the 
side of the road, guide the other pupils in crossing, thereby- 
decreasing the danger of accident through pupil carelessness. 

A concerted effort to encourage improvement of scholar¬ 
ship at the 1 ugh school by establishing standards for the honor 
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grades which require greater initiative on the part of the 
pupil has met with favorable results. 

The cooperative use of the libraries, both that at Black 
Point and the State of Maine traveling libraries, has been 
unusually great. 

Thus in these troublous times, you may rest assured that 
the schools are carrying on and your children are being given 
the best service which an excellent corps of teachers can give. 

However, in considering your educational program, ns in 
everything else in these times, the financial problems are 
acute. During the past year, every possible economy has been 
put into effect. The expenditures on schools for the fiscal 
year just closed ($30,720.67) were $1,610.43 less than the 
amount spent on schools during the fiscal year 1031-32 
($32,331.10),—omitting the amount for grading of high 
school lot. This is the more significant since the last school 
year was two weeks longer than the previous one. The 
scheduled salary increases for all teachers have horn sus¬ 
pended this year. This means that during the present school 
year, $609.00 were saved by taking from the income of the 
teachers which they anticipated when they accepted our posi¬ 
tions. In addition we have decreased the salaries of our high 
schools teachers bv seven per cent, and the Oak Hill janitors 
by ten per cent, resulting in a saving during the school year 
of an additional $042.00. This means savings on payrolls 
during the school year (1932-1933) of $1,551.00. 

The question of properly financing our schools for The cur¬ 
rent fiscal year will be extremely difficult on account of the 
anticipated reductions in federal, state and town funds 
amounting to $3,418.60. 

Since contracts assuring their present salaries are in the 
hands of teachers and janitors until the end of I he present 
school year, decreases cannot be made until September. This 
means that our savings along salary lines must he made in a 
half school year following that date. 

This is one of the many inconveniences arising from the 
lack of agreement between our school year and fiscal year, 
and, at this time, greatly intensifies our difficult financial 
adjustments. 
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The State Commissioner of Education, realizing the seri¬ 
ousness of this situation, warned Superintendents to be sure 
that the amount lost from the state be added to the town 
appropriations at the annual March meetings. 

We have reached a point where every reasonable economy 
has been taken in accounts other than salaries. Further sav¬ 
ings must come largely from salaries. Salary decreases pre¬ 
sent two dangers. When a normal salary schedule is low.—as 
ours is,—any material decrease is likely to decrease the effi¬ 
ciency of the teacher. Teachers do not expect to get rich. 
The spirit of social service which took them into teaching 
assures us that they will give their best regardless of financial 
reward. They only ask some security and opportunity for 
professional improvement. However, when salaries reach a 
dangerous low, worry about personal matters is bound to 
decrease that “best' 5 which the teacher can give in the class¬ 
room. ()ur other danger arises from the fact that we live in a 
competitive area. Our salaries are not high as compared with 
competing towns. Thus to decrease is to lose our power of 
attraction and to risk even the loss of our present teachers, 
whose value is increased by their continuity of service in our 
classrooms. 

Keonomically, the welfare of Scarborough and the happi¬ 
ness of its citizen rests on education. Our material pros¬ 
perity depends on ability of the consumer to desire, appre¬ 
ciate. and use tin* proffered goods or service. For instance,— 
as stated hefore in these reports,—highway is of value only 
for transportation. If our people living along the highway in 
the future has not the ability to produce economically, market 
intelligently, finance efficiently, and enjoy his rewards in a 
wholesome manner, of what value is our highway i We have 
made splendid material advances, hut if they are to give the 
personal and social value intended. Scarborough must assure 
the education which completes the story. Otherwise our ma¬ 
terial advancement may prove a moral handicap rather than 
a help to our future development. 
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Education cannot hope to escape a share in the effects of 
the current business depression. However, before decreasing 
the scope or lowering the quality of its educational program, 
Scarborough should realize the permanency of any resulting 
injury. Postponement of almost any other public service may 
result in temporary community inconvenience, but usually in 
no permanent loss. However, postponement of flic educa¬ 
tional offering means postponement forever in the life of the 
child. Our children,—the future Scarborough,—should not 
be asked to pay for the solution of present financial problems 
at the cost of ultimate disastrous handicaps. 

In closing X wish to express by personal appreciation of 
the spirit of fairness and thoughtful cooperation with which 
members of the Board of Education, members of the edu¬ 
cational staff, town officials, and many interested citizens have 
shown their understanding and interest in the school prob¬ 
lems during the past year and the trust that in flu* spirit of 
protection of our children, this interest will continue.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

To Superintendent F. IL B. I I cold: 

I herewith submit my twelfth annual report as principal 
of Scarborough H igh School. 

Again 1 am able to announce a record registration for the 
fall term, a total of 134 pupils being enrolled. This is a 
1 2 l /j per cent increase over the enrollment of last year and a 
.100 per cent increase over that of the year 1927, when we 
first occupied our new building. The bus service which was 
instituted during the past year through the Pine Point dis¬ 
trict is serving to increase both our enrollment and our 
attendance. 

()nr graduating class this year consists of twenty members, 
and scholastically it ranks far above the average class. Nine 
members of the class have attained averages above S5 per cent 
and five of those, possessing averages above 90 per cent, have 
been awarded honor parts. 

1 believe that the curriculum as now organized is meeting 
our needs better than ever before. A very important addition 
to our program in health education has been the introduc¬ 
tion of a course in hygiene which is required of all the girls. 
.Mr. Ilallett is reaching a new course in advanced mechanical 
drawing, which is elective to the juniors and seniors who have 
done satisfactory elementary work in this subject. 

Since curriculums, in the sense of studies carried on in 
the classroom, are too narrow to meet all the educational 
requirements of a school, we are carrying on numerous extra¬ 
class activities. These activities, besides serving as a direct 
motivation for better scholastic work on the part of the pupil, 
are also providing an essential recreational, social and cul¬ 
tural development through individual and group participa¬ 
tion. The most important of these activities include ath¬ 
letics, public speaking and dramatics, 4-H Club work, 
orchestra, cafeteria work, assemblies, school annual, athletic 
association and student council. All of these activities are 
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under faculty supervision. Thrift and economy have been 
emphasized in the management of those which have required 
financial backing, and every one, including athletics, has 
been self-supporting, credit balances being available in each 
case. 

I heartily urge more frequent visitations from flic citizens 
of the tow'll, 1 am always glad to talk over school and individ¬ 
ual problems with parents, and T am sure that these confer¬ 
ences help to build up a better cooperation and mutual under¬ 
standing between the school and those whom it serves. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
members of the Board of Education for their support in the 
administration of my duties.
